EVANGELICAL CENTRE 

From all over the world men drifted 
to Macao. Some came aos missionaries, 
to work in the Vineyard of the Lord, 
others were officers and men In the,ser= 
vice of the King of Portugaly—sthers 
were traders. Of the'last named there 
were men of many races. The majority 
of them were, Chinese or Portuguese, 
but the names of Japanese, Malaccans, 
Siamese, Indians, Persians, Armenians, 
and others have survived, The earlicst 
Briton seems to have been ao William 
Carmichael,’ who was chasing: the 
elusive crock of gold. The story is also 
told of Judith, the servant maid of an 
English shipwright and his wife, wreck- 
ed’ near Cochinchina, ‘ The party arriv- 
ed in Macao, as_ refugees, and‘ went 
away leaving Judith, as orphan girl, to- 
fend for herself. She was taken care 
of by the Holy House of Mercy, as their :

.----In_this .elty,- priests learned. Chinese.—-—------ 
and other languages before setting out 
for ‘the mission fields, Here the first 
printing press and movable types from. 
Europe were set up and books printed 
as long ago as 1688. From ,Macao 
Father Ricci and his companions sallled 
forth and established the China Mission, 
which was to render such tremendous 
service,to the Chincse people, and which 
was supported with funds subscribed 
by the Portuguese traders of Macao. 

' INTERCHANGES WITH 
CHINA x 

Historians have been delving. into | 
this phase, of Portuguese colonisation, 
and are beginning to realize that it was 
through Macao that many useful plants . 
found thelr way into China, principally - 
sweet-potatoes, maize, peanuts, and 
other American and African foods. 

A characteristic form of architecture 
developed, and some traces of ‘the old 
buildings still survive, . ind long 
blank walls, in quaint cobbled Janes. 
Oyster-shell and glass windows were 
introduced, with new conveniences for 
habitations and community life, while 
cups and tumblers, forks and spoons, 
were to be found on the tables of Macao 
cltizens. , ; : 

New foods’ and beverages, such. as 
coffee, cocoa, checse were used by the 
settlers, and must have stimulated an ~

for their ships and their homes. They 
required bread and cakes and other 
farinacious foods, nonspirituous. wines, 
fresh vegetables and fruits, furniture of 
* Eugopean design, as well as clothing and 
foclewenr different from anything seen 
before in China. And this promoted 
liveilhoods for artisans and craftsmen, 
as well os tradesmen. For the ships 
the forelgners required biscuits and 
bread, smoked, salted and apreserved 
meats. and fish, besides fresh”and pre- 
served fruits and vegetables and other 
foods, and the demand arose for supplics 
of such things as cordage, ‘sails, meats, 
lumber, and nails, etc, also casks and 
other supplics of a similar mature,  - 
The influence of all this on the life 
of the Chinese in the towns and coun- 
tryside close to Macao could not have 
been small, and besides the farmers, 
arUsans, and craftsmen, there ‘were 
traders and ‘peddlers, not to speak of 
those who made a living engaged In the 
carrying of goods. 
PORTUGUESE. UNIVERSALISM 
It is interesting to observe, in all this 
great movement, how Christian fervour 
continued with undiminished ardour 
among the traders, for their support of 
the Missions never ccased. In spite, 
moreover, of the materialism of the 
times, then growing so rapidly in 
Europe, the Christian principles which 
had been such a great factor in the 
early days of Portuguese exploration 
were rot submerged, Money the trad- 
ers made, but the rich gave liberally to 
the Church, and also to the poor, while 
they recognized the need for creating 
those services without which no com- 
munity can consider itself civilized. 
And in this it was not only money they 
gave; they also counted it important: to 
serve, for it was an honoured privilege , 
to attain membership of the Santa Casa 
da Misericordia, where by service and 
‘personal effort men endeavoured to re- 
lieve distress and to care for the sick. 
They felt the duty to organise and serve 
in those institutions where less fortu- 
nate men might be helped. Charity 
was dispensed not only in Macao, but 
was extended to other places in the East 
—__-— 8 .one_ of. the. finest expressions ofthe... 
civilising influences introduced by the 
Portuguese. 
Historians are beginning to recognise 
this and one has only to look around 
Macao to realize how truc this is, There 
are foundling homes, homes for the aged 
poor, habitations‘ for the needy, institu-- 
tions where food and clothing are pro~ 
vided for those in want, leprosarlums « 
for those afflicted with leprosy, several 
hospitals, and every evidence that so- 
cial service has been considered to be 
ad important feature of community life 
for very many years, 
The founder of this service was: 
Bishop Belchior Carneiro, who arrived 
in Macao in 1569, He had worthy suc- 
cessors, and in later times the adminis- 
tration of the Colony has also 
identified itself with this part of 
community service. None has done 
more in this connection than the 
present governor of Macao, Commander 
Albano de Oliveira, ably seconded by 
his charming and carnest wife, who 
« have given personal attention to human- 
{tarlan work in Macao. They have 
added to the sum of earlier services of 
this nature by promoting the bullding 
of residences for Government servants, 
homes being provided for a large nume- 
ber of these. In this they have admir- 
ably shown the universalism of Portu- 
guesc colonisation, which has resulted 
in Portugal and the Portuguese being 
well remembered in dozens of places in Re 
the East where Portuguese political 
hegemony ceased long ago. - , a

The most scrious feature, however, 
was that connected with food supply, 
and residents of Macao still remember 

. the harrowing scencs that were the 
direct consequence of the Japanese co- 
prosperity programme in this areca, The 
Macao Government did everything 

‘ possible to provide relicf, and worked 
wonders with the meagre resources 
which were available. ; 

In the political sphere, every Allied 
power with interests in this area had 
agents in Macao, and this little Portu- 
guese possession, became an {mportant 
listening post for their military ser- 
vices, Numbers of Allied personnel 
used Macao as their cscape route to 
Free China, while several American 
- aviators were carricd to safety from 
Macao. 

EXCITING MOMENTS 

Macao experienced, a number of ex- 
citing moments during the war years. 
The Japanese with their Korean and 
Formosan henchmen, not to speak of 
“some others, __ took the fullest 
advantage of every opportunity, and on 
several occasions there were threats of 
the direst kind, that Macao would be 
taken over, that they were prepared 
to sack the place. And there were 
incidents such . as the accidental 
bombing by American aviators of 
several so-called objectives in Macao. 
.. In spite of all these difficulties, life 
in Macao was undisturbed, and one in- 
spiring feature: of the community’s 
activities was, the way in which every 
Church : activity was supported. In 
Particular, a splendid demonstration of 
devotion characterised a pilgrimage 
to Guia Hill, in which the Catholic re- 


fugees from Hongkong gave thanks to . 


the Creator for having saved them in 
their hour of peril. ‘ 


thousands of people found shelter and 
food in Macao, and numbers of them 
died in Macao. Their tombstones in 
the cemeteries of the Portuguese colony 
testify to their presence In Macao, 

And when thé ‘War ended, it was to 
Macao that the Hongkong authorities 
looked for personhel for. the junior 
services, and even some of the senior 
services, in the ’ rehabilitation of the 
Uberated. British colony. For food, 
too, Hongkong looked to Macao for 
help and large quantitles of food were 
. sent over, resulting in depletion of 
Sepa ser the Portuguese colony it- 
self. 


RESTORATION PROBLEMS 

Then came the problems of restora~ 
tion of pre-war activities; and Macao 
played its part. Gradually people 
* flocked back to Hongkong and Canton, 
and other places, leaving it to Macao 
to clean up the wear and tear after 
many years’ of use, when it was not 
possible to repair or restore many 
things. It was left to the present 
Governor of Macao, Commander Albano 


° ‘de Oliveira, to take charge of this, and 


those’ who. visit Macao will see what 
a fine job ‘he his mado of it. : 
There was a vast programmo of ro- 
pairs to be carried out, and: during the 
last few . years the Government -of 
Macao ‘has carried out job after job, 


until the place looks Ike its old self 


again. But’ Governor’ Oliveira. has. 


done more than just restore old places, 


he has added ‘new features to Macao's - 


amenitics, and the little Colony. will 
long. remember tho Intense interest ho 


has shown... in ,every activity. of the 


community and the hard work he ‘has 


done to carry out a dificult programme. |’ 


Among the many things, to be done 
was the need to stimulate capital to 
embark upon building and new enter- 
prises. In part thir was due to the 
fact that as soon as the conflict ended, 
many were in too great a hurry: to try 
their fortunes in other places, and tho 
Government of Macao met this by. sct- 
\Ing the pace, so to speak, by embark-. 
ing upon a big building’ programme. 
This served the two-fold purpose of 
providing employment for large num- 
bers of the working class, Macao 
felt the need to provide work for these, 
Several Government premises have 
been built and residences for many 
Government servants: have been com- 
pleted, not merely for- high-ranking 
oMcials but for the rank’ and file. These 
new buildings enhance the appearance 
of the districts in which they have 


‘been erected. Houses for the poor 


have also been completed, adding con- 
siderably to the many hundreds of 
homes for the poor and working classes 
built in Macao during the decade or 
so before the War. . 
SIR ROBERT HO TUNG'S 
: GIFT ‘ 
Among those left behind In Macao 
after the War were large numbers of 


destitute men; women, and children, - 


The ‘way in which these have been 
provided for and cared for in the 


‘homes for the aged poor, the orphan- 


ages, and food ‘kitchens, not to spcak

VOICES OF SUNNY 
PORTUGAL 

No mere summary can do justice to 
the history of Macao all through the 
years, It js the history of a com- 
munity that has represented the East 
‘and the West, during a most difficult 
perlod of human relationships. In 
Macao, at the gateway to China, the’ 
men of two continents met and had 
discourse, in’ peace, even.when no 
other spot could be found for the 
purpose in the Farthest East. And the 
people of Macao have not forgotten that 
the founders of thelr city were the 
first to sail “beyond the sunset, and 
the bath of all the Western stars,” in 
those little’ ships which opened * the 
sea-route from the ends of Europe to 
the little port of A~Ma. 

. ‘Visitors have extolled the beauties 
and charm of the old-world city of, 
Macao, and there are many of these. 
In the centre of the city, Monte Hill fs 

- crowned with its old fort, standing 
guard over the ruins of the Church of ” 
St. Paul, a great and glorious link be- 
tween the old and the new. .The many 
churches proclaim that it is the Holy 
City, and even to the casual visitor 
there is an attractiveness about the 
voices of the old church bells. Some 
of the tones are very sweet to the ear, 
but they are sweeter to the Portuguese 
who hear in thelr peal the voice of far- 
away, sunny Portugal. 

Writers have referred to Macao as a 
sleeply, old-world town, which would 
convey the idea that there is little 
activity about the place. Yet there is 
a volume of trade passing through Its 
ports which is by no means smail. This 
ricans work for many and the employ- 
ment of much capital. : 


. COMMERCIAL LIFE 
One has only to look at the big 
hotels, always full and throbbing with 


“activity. ‘There are three big bufld- 


ings of this kind, one of them the tallest 
bullding in .the Portuguese Empire, 


- and a host of smaller ones. They pro- 


vide conveniences and amenities which 
are: distinctly ahead of the: old-type 


. and compare favourably with those of 


thelr class in Europe and America. 
Shipping at Macao, too, has improved 
during recent years, and effective 
dredging work has improved the port 
very greatly, so much so that ships 


drawing up to seventeen fect have : 


entered to discharge thelr cargocs. 
Arrangements are being made for the 
acquisition of new dredging craft to 
improve the port yet further, to re- 
place the dredgers which were removed 


. by the Japanese during the last War. 


Mcanwhile, shipping between Macao 
and Hongkong and other places has 
improved considerably, and the heavy 


‘ passenger traffic shows that there is a 


need for a number of ships to ply 
between Macao and ports in - South 
China. 

Of late gfcatcr interest . is -being 
taken in the Islands of Taipa and 


—Colowan, as the insular dependencies 
of Macao are called, and the recent in-. | 


auguration of half-hourly ferry yer- 
vices between Macao and these places 
‘shows that commercially these places 


are becoming of Increasing importance. - 


All this is part of the commercial life 
of the . colony of Macao, which - is 
serving, just as, Hongkong serves the 
vastly greater 
generally, the Chinese people . of a 
large and Important rural part of South 
China lying to the north and west of 


. the Portuguese colony. 


CULTURAL ACTIVITIES : 
Macao {is also a repository of old 
customs and usuages, Chinese no less 
than Western. and wandering among 


‘the streets of the old town there is 


much to catch the eye. It was the 
headquarters ofan evangelical service 
which extended, over the whole of the 
Far East.

“The advent In the sixteenth’ cen- 
Europeans, particularly 
men of culture, was bound to affect 
Mterary China. .Chinese thought - and 
civilizhtion were not static, but. the 
emplre’s boundaries were Umited, . no 
great arteries of communication ran 
through its domain, and its people were - 
forbldden to go abroad. Notwithstand- 
ing such- barriers os these, the new 
learning in Europe managed to pene- 


trate China, largely through the work 


of a few scholarly and devoted mission- 
arles, most of whom belonged to the 
Society of Jesus. Not content. with 
expounding the Gospel, these. Jesults 
brought the European Renaissante to 
China, through translation, personal 
Instruction, and original work. Broad- 
minded and well trained as they were, 
there were few better suited for the 


purpose. Despite some hostility at court, 


these Europeans profoundly _ stirred. 
some of the most intellectual Chinese 
by their teachings on ethics, mathe- 


. matics, astronomy, geography, psycho- 


logy, logic, and applied science.” 

The many schools and other evidences 
of cultural activity at Macao testify to 
the Interest taken. bv the community 
In these matters. There have been 
times when interest has slackened, duc 
to a variety of circumstances, but of 
late there has been evidence of a re~ 
vival, and as a centre of learning and 
cultural activity, “Macao bids fair to 
regain something at least of the great 
prestige which was ‘enjoyed by this 
Portuguese colony In the past.

I actually started boxing ‘in 
1909, and by October of that year 
they were talking of me in the 
same breath as the best of the 
bantam-weights, but it was 
strange that after my novice 
competition days, keen as I was 
to get into the fight game, 1 
started once more only by. aeci- 
dent. 

Somchow I had to get in to a 
show at Manor Place Baths, Wal- 
worth. Young Nipper of Ber- 
mondsey was fighting there, so 
what better than that I should be 
his bag carrier? I was, and when 
a fighter called Fox who was to 
have boxed George Peters didn't 
show up, I was asked to take his 
place, 1 didn't hesitate, although 
I couldn't say I was really very 
pleased about it. just then but I 
went in, and, In my first full con- 
test over six rounds, the referee 
gave the verdict as a draw, 

I won my next fifteen fights on 
the run, stopping my opponents 
in nine of them, and then I lost 
to Frank Riches over 15 rounds 
at King’s Hall. Five more vic- 
tories followed, and then came 
the contest which gave me the 
satisfaction that was denied many 
an English fighter Jn later years 
—stopping Georges Carpentier. 


President Truman’s state- 
ment that America’s mind 
was now made’ up about 
Japun has excited less interest 
in London than might have 
been expected.

Britain had reached full agree- 
ment with the Commonwealth 
countries about their general 
policy towards Japon as early as 
the Canberra Conference - in the 
autumn of .1947. It has. on 
several subsequent occasions re- 
viewed ‘the situation with the 
Dominions, ‘and the Common- 
wealth view has been brought up 
to date, . , 

There was thus a_ certain 
amount of vexation at .the con- 
tinuing delays of the Americans) 
to state their ideas, An Ameri- 
ean’ draft treaty was promised for 
consideration ‘at': the’ Colombo 
Commonwealth Conference, . last 
January. It was not forthcoming. 
‘Everybody knew that the delays 
were due to differences of opinion 
about the military terms of the! 
treaty between the American 
State Department ond the De- 
partment of Defence. 


Complication . 

Now that America is at last 
ready, an ‘event has.in the mean- 
while occurred’ which has com- 
plicated very greatly the whole 
problem of treaty. making with 
Japan.
